The peace proposuls communieatoed
to Mr. Lind by President Wllson be-
fore he left Washington will be com-
munleated to the Huertu government
through Nelson O'8haughnessy, the
United Btntes charge d'affalres, who
has good relations with the Mexican
forelgn office. By transmitting these
through Mr. O'S8haughnessy it is hop-
ed that the rebuff predicted In news
dispatches from Mexico City will be
avolded.
